island of Sicily. It was found in other places, but it was found in such large 
quentities, and was so easily accessible there, that almost the whole of their 
sapply was derived from that souree. In 1816 a commercial treaty was ens 
tered into between this country and Sicily, and by the stipulations of that 
treaty it was provided that ample protection should be afforded to British 
subjects and commerce—that subjects should, without ict or hin- 
drance, be allowed to dispose of their property —thatia all respects they were 
to be treated as the sabjects of the most favoured country, and that no da 
ties, taxes, or imports, should be levied on their property beyond those of the 
most favoured territory. These were the stipulations of that well-known 
treaty, and in consequence thereof, and on'the faith of the reliance placed 
upon it, the merchants of this country embarked large property in it. They 
bad taken a lease of the mi had established machines at a large 
expense, thereby increasing the supply; in fact, they had created the trade 
and extended it, and up to the year 1838 it was carried on most advantage- 
onus'y and beneficially to the parties immediat concerned, and also most 
advantageously to the manufacturing interest of England. In Ju yy 1838, it 
was first announced that the Sicilian Government had granted the monopoly 
of that most important article to the French, not to the French Government, 
but toa namber of adveoturers. Their lordships would find that, by the 
terms of that contract, the sulphur did not at all belong to the government, 
the mines being the property of private individuals. knew enough of 
the manner in which transactions of that kind took place, to be able to torm 
some conjectare—some ite conjecture, perhaps—on the subject ; bat 
the advantage that was gained to the parties to whom he had referred, was 
enormous, for at that time they had imported into France an immense 
amount of sulphur, that was selling ata loss, and in consequence of this 
prohibition the advance in the price increased enormously, so as to render 
that which was before a loss to the individuals, extremely advantagenus to 
them, at the expense of British interests. But there was a direct infenction 
of that clause to which he had refe: red, because by that treaty every British 
subject was allowed to dispose of his property without any hindrance what- 
ever; but this limitation was suggested, as he understood, for the general 
benefit of the trade, That suggestion could not be supported, for this 
reason, namely, that those persons who were monopolists were not bound by 
the limitation, for they might export any quantity which they thought 
proper, provided only that one-third of the profit of that part which exceed: d 
the stipulated amount should be paid over to the Sicilian Government. 
They had, therefore, the power to pour into the market what quantity they 
thought oe for their own interests, sacrificing the] interests of their com - 
petitors, and, among others, the interests of the subjects of this country, 
That was not the only way in which the monopoly was a direct infringement 
of the treaty to which he had referred, It was provided by the contract of mo- 
nopoly that no one in the limitation should sell any salpbur except to the 
Freach contractors. There was this alternative, however, that British sab 
jects or others might, if theythought proper, instead of selling to the cou- 
tractors limited hy the contract, export for their own benefit, and at their 
own instance. But the contract in that respect had this term, that if they 
did;so, they must pay a dute—which duty amounted nearly to the value of the 
first cost of the article, and to twice the amount at which the sts 
had a right to export the articles themselves, Here, therefore, was a direct 
infringement of the treaty, in which it was stipulated, in express terms, that 
British subjects, with respect to their property, and taxes, and imposts on 
importation, should be put in the same situation as the most favoured nation. 
It was adirect infringement of the treaty to which he had referred. But 
there was another circumstance of which the petitioners also justly com- 
plained. In the course of trade contracts hadjbeen entered into for the supply 
of sulphar at a future period. The poly was don the Ist of 
July, to come into operation on the ist of August following, only one month 
after its commencement, and the consequence was a great increase of price ; 
and all those persons, therefore, who had entered into contracts for the 
supply of the article at a certain price, found the prices so advanced that, 
to fulfil them, would involve them in ruin; and the consequence was, 
that twenty-four of our British ships, which arrived for the pur of 
conveying sulphur to this country, returned without their cargo. sul- 
phur trade, therefore, which was of so much importance to Sicily and this 
country, was putanendto., It was true that parties still held their pro- 
perty—the mines were still worked—but, as he had told their lordships, the 
trade was substantially at an end, The price of the article in. the English 
market was double what it was in 1837, and the merehants of this country 
were reduced to all sorts of expedients to obtain a substitute for the article 
at a cheaper rate than the high price they were obliged to pay the merchants 
of Steily. As their lordships would suppose this had eremnedts great outcry 
and remonstrance on the part of the British merchants in Sicily, and the Si- 
citians themselves, because it had the effect of throwing an immense number 
of native labourers out of employment, and he was t that the indignation 
excited was so strong, that if an English ship of warhad arrived off the coast 
during that period, an ead would have been put to the monopoly. But that 
was not the course the British Ministry thought right to pursue; they en- 
tered into negotiation, and a Mr. M‘Gregor was appointed fur that purpose, 
but had beeo carrying on negotiations for the last cigbteen months without 
any practical result. The monopoly still cootinued—the lose still continned 
—the trade still stopped—and nothing effectual had been done to remove 
these evils. He (Lord L.) understond that some treaty was actaally signed 
at the close of last year, Why it was oot ratified he had no means of ascer- 
taining, but he was happy to see a noble friend in bis place, who was resi- 
dent at Naples during these negotiations, and was then a member of Her 
Majesty's Government, and would, no doubt, be able to give some satisfac- 
tory explanation on the subject. The object of the petitioners was to call 
attention to the sabject. They felt that they had a t to protection—they 
had a right to call upow Her Majesty's Government that justice should be 
dowe=that they had a rightto in-ist on compensation for the injuries they 
had sustained, and protection as to the future—and with that view, and that 
alone, they had req him to p ¢ the petition which should be now 
read. 

The petition was read at length at.the’table, upon the motioe of the noble 
and learned lord.

WHEAL CONCORD MINES. 
COURT OF CHANCERY—MARCH 6, 

Mos«etr ce. HILL.—This was a motion for an injunction to restrain the? 
defendants from working a minein the county of Cornwall, called the Whee 
Concord, and for a receiver of the profits. The case made in support of the 
motion was that the plaintiffs were improperly turned out of possession of 
the mines in the year 1836, and that in as shortatime as they 
bronght an action to establish their right—that they succeeded in the action— 
and that the court was now bound to interpose for the purpose of mantatoing: 
their rights in equity; the defendants, who have continued to work the 
mines, being in the receipt of considerable profits from the discovery of a new 
lode of ore. 

The Lord CHANCELLOR saw no. case made by the plaintiffs to justifythe 
application now made to the court. It was plain from the affidavits that theyy 
kuew their rights, and the course they ought to have adopted toenforce them, 
as carly as the middie of 1836; but, instead of applying to the court thea, 
they allowed the matter to sleep, or looked on without doing any thingy 
while the defendants were expending considerable sums in wosting the mine, 
and as it appeared, with a very profitable result. In refusing the motion, the 
court did nothing to prejudice the question of title, but his lordship gave hie: 
entire concurrence to the doctrine down by Lord Eldon, in ** Norway, 
Rowe,"’ 19th Vesey, jun. Giving judgment in that case, Lord Eldon is res 
ported to have said, ‘‘ In the case of ‘ Senhouse b. Christian,’ Lord Rossyly 
advanced a doctrine with regatd to mining concerns upon which the court 
woukd not refuse to act without great consideration ; holding that if the 
plaintiff, not having the legal interest, stands by, suffering the defendant tox 
incur great expense and risk, that is a case not to be admitted in a court of. 
equity, Consider the nature of such a concern. It frequently remains: for’ 
years in the most hopeless state, and .nay at last be rendered profitable by am 
adventurous speculator embarking property of his own, or others in the pure - 
suit. The speculation is very hazardous; perhaps when you have a golden 
prospect the whole may fail. I have known a copper mine producing 20,0001, 
a year, aad the next week worth nothing ; and that is as true of coal miness 
There are persons who will stand by; see the expenditure incurred ; if it* 
turns out profitable set up their claim—if otherwise, bave nothing todo with 
it. It deserves great consideration whether the court would in , even 
by decree, mach less on motion.’’ In these observations of Lord Eldon his* 
lordship fully concurred, and looking at what had taken place in the 
case, and the delay, of which there was no satisfactory explanation, he 
thought the motion must be refused, and with costs. 


THE GOLD DUST ROBBERY. 
CENTRAL CRIMINAL COURT. 

The trial of Lewin Caspar, commenced on Friday morning; was resumed om 
Satarday morning, and concluded at nine at night. The prisoner, it will ber 
recollected, was convicted with the others concerned in the robbery, at the 
June sessions, last year, of being an accessory before the fact. That convice 
tion was subsequently set aside’by the judges, on the ground that as Henry 
Moss, the person who by his own confession was employed to carry off the 
two boxes of gold dust from the wharf of the prosecutors, Messrs. Hartley 
aud Co., of John-street, Crutchedfriars, had not been charged ‘with the lar- 
ceny, but was admitted to give evidence against his accomplices, the indiet~ 
—_ against > prisoner could not be sustained, as Moss, the thief, had not 

m couvicted. A fresh indictment was co ently prepared against the 
prisoner, charging bim with counselliog and inciting Moss to steal the pros 
perty ; and, to remove the objection which had been taken in the former 
case, Moss was allowed to plead guilty to the larceny, and was nominally 
sentenced to be imprisoned for one day in Newgate, by which conviction he: 
became a competent witness against the prisoner. 

The evidence for the tion was precisely similar to that which was 
brought forward at the trial, and, as the faets of the robbery must be 
fresh in the recollection of the readers of the Mining Journal, it will not be! 
necessary to repeat them. 

The defence of the prisoner was an attempt to prove an alibi, for which 
prirpose he called forward his younger brother, his two sisters, and other 
witnesses, to show that on the day prior to the robbery, namely, Sunday, the 
24th of March, he was at home nearly the whole of the day, and did not 
bis father’s house until between four and five o'clock ia the afternoon, and 
further, that he did not go to his emplover’s office until. past mne o'clock om 
the Monday —- prisoner's brother also swore that Moss was not 
the man who carried off the two boxes of gold dust in a cab on the 
in question. The man he saw waiting in a cab at the door of Messrs, Hart- 
ley’s office was a much older man than Moss, and had large gray whiskers. 

Mr. CLARKSON replied. 

The Recoapen haviog summed up the evidence, the jury, after delibes 
rating about twenty minutes, found the prisoner guilty. 

The Recoapen theo addressed the prisoner, and said that the jury, after 
a long and patient investigation, could arrive at no other conclusion bat that 
he was guilty of instigating to steal the valuable property iatrusted to his 
charge, and it was dreadful to think that in order to eseape from the conse~ 
quences of bis crime he had called several witnesses of his own family, who 
ought to be dear to him by the ties of blood and affection, to commit the 
foulest perjury. The case afforded an important lesson in this [respect, for 
it proved that all combinations formed for the purpose of committing such 
offences were sure to be detected, either through the cupidity, the fear of per 
sonal danger, of the private malice of some of the parties concerned. he 
learned Recorder, after some further observations, said, that although the" 
prisoner was the main instrument by which the robbery wes effected, he was 
by the statute subjected only to the same degree of punishment as the thief, 
bat the court would feel that it deserted its duty if that punishment was not 
extended to the fullest extent ie this instance.

fluence on prices and on the trade, which are too well known and 
too sadly experienced to require observation—the price having 
been raised in the interval from an average of 6/. 10s. or 7/. per ton 
to 131. or 141. The importance of the sulphur trade to this coun- 
try may be judged of from the fact, that, in the year 1820, the 
quantity imported was 4650 tons, while, in 1838, it had been in- 
creased nearly tenfold, the quantity imported in that year being 
44,653 tons ; this very considerable increase, however, is, in a great 
measure, to be attributed to the reduction in the duty which took 
place in 1825, in which year the quantity imported amounted to | 
10,936 tons, while the average quantity for the first five years, after 
the reduction of the duty, was 12,710 tons per annum, which, in 
1838, nine years afterwards, had increased to 44,653 tons. This, 
in itself, is sufficient evidence to prove the importance to be at- 
tached to a question like the present, when an advance of 7/. 
per ton, or double the price, makes no less a difference to this | 
country, op its imports of 1838, than 512,571/. Fortunately for

Sin,—I have been prevented, from other pressing occepations, free 
noticing, until now, the letter of *‘ Investigator,”” on the above sabje

That there is such a defect is 
obvious, and I am quite sure the smelter will feel far more thankful to 





« Investigator ’’ to devise a remedy, and thereby enable him to lessen his | 


returning charges, than to draw incorrect deductions to his prejudice. 

I will now proceed to notice the figures of your correspondent, which, 
it is to be regretted, are so general, that it is difficult to deal with thew. 
It is a very easy matter, indeed, to say that advantages to such an amount 
are derived by the smelter, but, unless, at the same moment, the particu- 

elars of such advantages are placed side by side, and carefully compared 
with the expenditure or loss, or the debit side of such a statement, given in 
detail from actual operations over an extended period, such statements, 
to the man of business, disposed to institute a searching inquiry into mat- 
ters affecting his interest, are not likely to be of much avail. 

The deduction of one ewt. of lead, in addition to the one-seventh de- 
ducted to cover the loss in the process of reduction, is said to be ‘* per- 
fectly absurd.’’ Without disputing the propriety of this term, I have 
no doubt that, if ‘‘ Investigator ’’ will consider the question without pre- 
judice, he will admit that the smelter must receive his fair returning 
charges ; and if this is not secured to him in the deduction of money, it 
must be subtracted from the metal. I am not, however, at all satisfied 
that the one-seventh deducted is sufficient to cover the actual loss, and 
shall be well pleased if it can be shown to be amply sufficient—till when 
the charge of absurdity cannot stand for a moment. 

Again, it is at the least questionable if the silver contained in the one 
ewt. of lead deducted, is not fully allowed for in the calculation of the 
value of the ore. This can easily be shown in any detailed account of the 


returning charges, by which ‘ Investigator”’ may substantiate his state- | 


ments. The returning charges themselves are stated at 8/. per ton of ore. 


1 am confident this is more than bas ever been heard of before on the | 


ordinary silver-lead ores, and unless ‘‘ Investigator '’ can show from what 
source this is derived, I must not only withhold my assent, but continue, 
as I have done hitherto, to believe that the returning charges do not 
amount to one-half the sum ; for even if no allowance be made for loss of 
metal, which I conceive to be more than one-seventh, and the total quan- 
tity of silver, with the full weight of 21 ewt. instead of 20 cwt., be also 

id for, the charges would not equal that sum, even on ores of a produce 
of 12 for 20, and 50 oz. of silver in the ton of lead. There cannot be a 
doubt that great gain is attainable by the adoption of the method of con- 
centrating the poorer ores, although I arrive at it in a very different man- 
ner from “ Investigator,’’ for the total value of the lead saved to the 
miner from the deduction on a parcel of ore reduced from sixty to fifty 
tons, would be 50 ewt. of lead, at 17s.<42/. 10s.; and the returning 
charges on ten tons, which are not likely to exceed 3/. 10s. per ton = 35/. ; 
together 77/. 10s. ; from which should be deducted the value of the lead 
and silver in the skimpings or waste, and the exira cost of dressing. These 
would, no doubt, be considerable, but the result would, nevertheless, show 
a very fair profit from its adoption. I have heard, indeed, of ores being 
brought from a great distance to the smelting-works, and there concen- 
trated prior to being smelted—the swelter, doubtless, finding it advan. 
tageous to do so. 

** Investigator ’’ having made a statement so calculated to create dis- 
trust, wi'l, I hope, follow it up by an explanation of the questions I have 
raised, and where the facts can be proved, as stated by him, I shall be 
happy to give my assent, or to enter into the calculation more fully on 
seeing his reply, than it may now be necessary, from my ignorance or mis- 
apprehension of the manner on which his estimate of the exorbitant 
charges of the lead smelter is founded. His remarks, as well as my own, 
I conceive to apply to Cornwall and Devon exclusively.

USEFUL SCIENTIFIC HINT. 


It has often appeared extraordinary that, in this scientific age, the use of 
we of the strangest errors in the combination of metals should hve been 
wered in, which must ancieatly have originated in ignorance ofthe ef- 
ete, and seems to continue up to the present time unnoticed. Every one 
is aware, that when two metals come in contact, a calvanic action is pro- 
duced, particularly ifany thing in the shape of a sub acid intervenes. This 
ispeculiarly exemplified in pewter, which gives considerable vivacity to 
porter, that is flattened by glass. The action is strong or weak, and is 
pore or less destructive to one of the metals, in proportion to the affinity for 
oxygen which is thus brought on it. If we are anxious to insure the preser- 
vation of the metals that must, in many operations, be brought in contact 
vith each other, we should take care to select those whose union creates 
mech chemical ivflaence as little as possible ; although the very reverse of 
thishas been hitherto practised, and has occasioned an unlimited expendi- 
ture, nine-tenths of which might have been avoided. There is not a square, 
and scarcely a house that is not surrounded with iron railings, and these are 
a fastened at the lower extremity by lead. This combination of iron 
tad lead keeps up so strong a galvanic action through the medium of the 
nm of the air, that the rails are, in a very moderate time, eaten awny at 

the Jasction of the two metals, which must yearly entail an enormous loss 
that might easily be prevented. The iron, in this instance, becomes the 
protecting metal, and thus preserves the lead from the decomposition, which 
never could have been originally contemplated. Now, if instead of using the 
ead, which is th +s thoughtlessly rendered an inveterate enemy to the rails, 
we were to substitute zinc, for instance, this gaivanic influence would then 
become inverted, the whole of its action would fall on the zine, and the iron 
would be preserved, and as the zinc is oxidated with diffiew'ty, it'would, at 
same time, be scarcely acted on; the one remaining metro her and the 
nearly so.
